Mr. Cullom made an effort to have the special 
order on Mr. Logan's bill (accepting land for 
zovermment purposes on Lake Michigan) post- 
poned until Wednesday next, but Mr. Piatt 
contended that the special order for open ex- 
ecutive sessions took precedence of it. 

The senate at 12:50 o'clock resumed consid- 
eration of Mr. Morrill’s resolution declaying 
the making a proper revision of the tariff at 
the present session obviously hopeless and im- 
practicable; and Mr. Dawes proceeded to ad- 
dress the senate on that subject. 

Mr. Dawes advocated his own resolution, re- 
ferring the subject to the finance committee. 
and he was followed by Mr. McPherson, who 
advocated the retention of duties on sugar, but 
favored their remoyal on salt, fron ore, coal and 
the coarser qualities of wool. Mr. Morrill moved 
a reference of his resolution to the finance 
committee, 

Mr. Beck opposed such reference and sug- 
gested that senators on both sides should urge 
en their friends in the house to pass some 
tariff measure so as to bring the question before 
the senate in some practical maaner, and thus 
open the doors fairly to debate. He was not 
wedded to any scheme. He wanted taxes re- 
duced. He believed that before this count 
acquired the commercial position it was enti- 
tled to, it must carry its own products on its 
own ships, and that it could not de so long as it 
had to pay fifty percent more on every bolt 
and piece of cordage in a shép than 
its competitors had to pay. The removal 
of the tax on tobacco or sugar weuld not epen 
asingle manufacturing establishment in the 
United States. Such things were only suggest- 
ed for the purpose of preventing anything being 
done to enlarge manufacturing powers and to 
send manufactured pftoducts abroad. The men 
who owned the mannfactories were content 
with the Ameriean market. With al! their pre- 
tenses of aiding American labor they intended to 
keep this market to themselves (charging what 
they liked) and to let their laborers starve 
rather than to give them the chance of an ex- 
tenced market by which they could have em- 
ployment twelve months in the year instead 
of (as now) four or “five months. 
He wanted a chance 40 argue the question and 
show that the protectionists were merely rob- 
bing the laborers whom they were pretending 
to befriend. He would go as far as any man to 
protect American labor. He wanted to give to 
labor constant employment. He protested 
against the resolution being taken from before 
the senate until he and other men who thought 
with him, should have a chance to say what 
the y thought about it. 

Mr. Morrill said he would be the last man to 
cut off the senator from Kentueky from an op- 
portunity of making a speech on the tariff. 
He, therefore, would n>t press the motion to 
refer. 

The resolution was then laid over, and Mr. 
Hear moved to take up the bill repealing the 
tenure of office act, Mr. Platt protesting that 
the special order as to open executive sessions 
of the senate should take precedence of any 
otber matter. 

Pending the consideration of Mr. Hoar’s bill, 
a message from the house was presented on the 
subject of the death of Representative Dowdney, 
of New York.

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THE SURPLUS MONEY. 


Mr. Hewitt Offers a Bill to Empower the 
: Seeretary of the Treasury te.Loan a I. 

WiAsHIncton, December 13.—Under a call 
of the states in the house a number of bills and 
resolutions were introduced, among them tbe 
following: 

By Mr. Oates, of Alabama, to prohibit the ap- 
pointment of congressional committees to at- 
tend funerals, and to prohibit the draping of 
public buildings in mourning, except by order 
of the president; also authorizing the appoint- 
ment of clerks to senators and representatives 
who are net chairmen of committees. 

By Mr. Lawler, of Illinois, resolutions recit- 
ing that the rapidly accumulating surplus in 
the treasury isin excess of the needs of the gov- 
ernment for the support and discharge of the 
bonded debt, That the coast defenses are in- 
adequate to protect lake and sea coast cities, 
and that nearly 1,000,000 men are unemployed, 
and declaring it to be the sense of the house 
thata large proportion of the surplus in the 
treasury should be expended through liberal 
appropriations, forthe preparing and properly 
equipping of coast defenses, and for the con- 
struction of ships. 

By Mr. Hewitt, of New York, authorizing 
the secretary of the treasury to anticipate the 
payment of interest on the bonded debt of the 
United states, and to provide for special deposits 
of public moneys. 

Following isthe text of the bill: 

Section I. That out of any money in the treasury, 
not otherwise appropriated, the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized and empowered to 
anticipate the payment of so much of the interest 
on inierest bearing bonds of the United States as 
shall be in excess of the rate of three per cent per 
anbum by payment in gross of such sum in each 
cease as shall be equal to the aggregate present 
worth of such excess of interest thereon, and for 
ithe purpose of ascertaining such present worth, the 
interest upon the amount paid by the United States, 
in anticipation of such excess ot interest, shall be 
computed at the rate of three per cent per annum, 
reinvested quarterly so as to secure tothe United 
States the benefit of compound interest thereon. 

Fec. 2 Thatwhen such payment ofinterest inan- 
ticipation of maturity iiereof shall have been ac- 
cepied by any hoiderci the bonded indebtedness 
of the United States, the bonds shall be distinctly 
stumped and property indorsed in such manner as 
the secretary of the treasury may prescribe, s0 as 
to show the reduced rate of interest thereafter to be 
paid thereon; and coupons, if any, shall be cut off 
and cancelledand for the coupons so cancelled 
shall be substituted pew coupons bearing the reduc 
ed rate of interest, and the bonds so stamped shall 
be receivable by the comptroller of the cugrency as 
security for the issue of the circulating notes ofany 
national banking aseociation. tothe full extent of 
the par value of said bonds, instead of ,ninety per 
cent, asnow required by law. | 

Sec. 3. That ful for the secretary of 
the treasury.io deposit, from time to time, with any 
vpational banking association any portion of the 
money in the treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
for security of an equal amount ofthe bonded or 
other indebtedness of the United States, provided 
ihe whole amount ofthe special deposits thus 
made shal! not, any time. exceed — $100,000,009, and 
all such deposits shall be subject to call upon such 
notice as the secretary of the treasury may see ht to 
prescribe. 

By Mr. Cox, of North. Carolina, fixing the 
salary of the civi). service commissioners at 
$5,000. 

By Mr. Springer, of Illinois, for the admis- 
sion into the union of Dakota, Montana, Wash- 
ington and New Mexico. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. White, of Penn- 
sylvania, for the free coinuge of silver. It pro- 
vides that holders of silver bullion may have 
the same coined intp standard dollars on the 
same terms as applied to the coinage of gold, 
That «ilver dollar should bea unit of account 
and standard of value in like manner, as now 
provided for the gold dollar and shall be a full 
legal tender. 

It also provides that the secretary of the 
treasury. instead of coining all silver bullicu 
presented, shallexchange therefor silver dol- 
lars or certifeates, coining only so much of the 
bullion as the needs of the country may re- 
quire, ; : 

Mr. Strait, of Minnesota, introduced a bill 
amending the laws soasto provide that na- 
tional banks shall be required to keep on de- 
posit with the treasurer of the United States, 
United States bonds not to exceed one-cighth 

of their capital stock, as security for their 
circulating notes, 

The floor was then awarded to the District 
of Columbia committee. 

The first bill called up for consideration was 
one providing for the appointment by the com- 
missioners of the district of twenty-four per- 
sons. to constitute a beard of education of the 


District of Columbia. — 
This measure gaye rise to a great deal of op- 
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position, as the whole afternoon was consumed 
m its consideration, fillibustering tactics boing 
resorted to, to prevent a vote. These tactics 
were successful, and no final action was taken. 
The speaker laid before the house a supple- 
mental report from the secretary of the tréas- 
ury, relative to the collection of customs duties. 
Referred to the committee on ways and means, 
The house then adjourned.

THE LINE OF APPEAL. 


Important Decision by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, December 13.—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court today ona 
question of some interest with regard to the 
relations of the United States supreme court to 
the court of claims. The question was raised 
bya motion to dismiss an appeal from the 
court of claims in the case of the United States 
against John Paul Jones on the ground that 
under the law as it now stands no appeal lies 
from the judgment of the court of claims to 
this court. After an exhaustive review of leg- 
islation affecting the court of claims and deci- 
sions precedent, the supreme court says: 

We are entirely satisfied that as the law now 
stands, appeais.doe lie to this coprt from the judg. 
ments of the court of claims in this exercise of! 
ceneral jurisdiction. The motion to dismiss is 
therefore denied.

Ever Known Before. 


Boston, December 13.—As the municipal 
clection approaches, it beeomes more and more 
apparent that a large vote will be thrown, ani 
that the triangular contest will be a fierce on> 
on the mayoralty question. It is well known 
and freely admitted that not for years have the 
opposing factions put so much work intoa 
campaign as inthis. It is especially true of 
the republicans, who are feeling confident, and 
who have left no stone unturned to secure a 
vietery for Alderman Hart, economically, 
und in the interest of the tax payers. 
The county democraty are putting 
im vigorous work for the republican nominee 
uncer the leadership of Senator-elect Ward J. 
Jenkins. Its members seem confident of Hart’s 
election, but ° say that no mat- 
ter what the result may be, 
the county democracy has come to stay and 
will fulfill its mission of ““war to the machine.” 
The popular estimate among republicans is that 
Hart will receive 23,500 votes, O’Brien 20,090, 
and McNeill 6,500. The democrats say they 
think that McNeill’s vote will not exceed 5,000 
at the outside, while the labor men themselves 
claim that McNeill will poll 8,000, 


THE FIRES YESTERDAY. 


Car Shops Burn at Aurora, Hl--A Manitoba 
Town Destroyed. 

Avrora, ls., December 13.—Fire broke 
cut in the car department of the Chicago, Bar- 
lington and Quincy railroad shops about mid- 
nightlast night and destroyed building in 
which are a wood machine shop, cabinet shop, 
and a pattern shop: Another building equally 
2s large in which freight cars are repaired, was 
also in flames, but was extinguished. The burn- 
ing of the first shop entailed a loss of over $9,- 
060. Only the utmost exertion upon the part 
of the firemen saved the other five large shops 
and an immense Carliss engine.

‘nformed by the tug which picked him up of 
the eastern shore of Virginia, He supposed 
his mate was safe on board the Knickerbocker.

A Horrible Crime Brought to Light in Baltimore

eal College—Other Crimes, Etc, 


BALTIMORE, December 13,—The coroners 


jury today investigated the death of Emily 
- Brewin, whose body was carriedto the Mary- . 


lauduniversity last Friday night and sold for 
use in the dissecting room. The evidence ad- 
duced and admissions made” by the men under 
arzest showed that the woman was most bru- 
tally murdered by John Ross and Albert Haw 

kins, the former confessing to having mashed 
her skull with a brick and stating that Haw 

kins afterwards thrust a large kaife 
throigh her heart. Ross was perfectly cool 
whil> telling his story, and stated that the 
murder had been deliberately planned by him- 
self. Hsewkins and Anderson Perry, color- 
ed 5» uiter of the university, and that the latter 
bad for three weeks been arranging for the 
deed. The body was brought warm and bleed- 
ing to the college, where it was received by Per- 
ry; who did all he could to destroy what would 
lead to the woman’s identification, such as cut- 
ting off and burning the hair and washing 
bloody clothing. The men were actuated sole- 
ly by a desire to get the priceofthe body. The 
coroner's jury decided from the evidence that

CLUVERIUS’ SWEETHEART, 


Mysterious Movements of a Young Lady at 
Richmond, 

RicHMoND, Va., December 13.—A tall, close 
ly veiled woman has been a daily visitor to 
murderer Cluvenius’ cell during the past two 
weeks. She wasalso seen entering the gov- 
ernor’s mansion the day before Governor Lee 
announced that Cluverius must hang. The jail 
ciii¢ials and others were curious about her 
identity, but it was generally supposed that 
she was the murderer’s sister. Now -it has 
come out that she is Cluverius’ sweetheart, the 
girl whom he was anxious to marry at the 
time he laid his plans for getting rid of Fanny 
Lillian Madison. She livesin King William 
county, Virginia, and is quite wealthy, as well 
as haudsome. She never lost faith in her 
lover, 

At the announcement of his arrest for mur- 
der, it will he remembered, she was prostrated. 
and remained ina delirious state for several 
weeks. it was supposed at the time that her 
reason was seriously affected, but she recovered 
fully the use of her faculties in a short time. 
Ever since, however, she has been somewhat of 
an invalid, and only recently has she been able 
to leave her home. She came to Richmond 
nearly three weeks ago, and while keeping her 
visit a secret from her friends, she has spent 
as much time as she could with the condemned 
man. Much wonder was expressed bythe jail 
people at the quantity of flowers that have been 
sent to Cluvyerius’s cell and the 
number of little presents he has received, but 
now it is understood that this girl was the 
sender. The day after Governor Lee’s fatal 
decision, she came to the jail and implored the 
keeper to let her remain with the condemned 
man till hisexecution, and acted in such a wild 
way that it is feared her reason is getting un- 
his X42 cuee more. Noone hasbeen able te get 
a good look at her face, but people who have 
seen her at home say that she is a beautiful 
woman. Atany rate she has a beautiful form

been a changed man. He spends most of 
his time walking to and fro in his cell, with 
arms folded and eyes cast down. Occasionally 
he stands still, clasps his hands convualsively 
and tries to repress a sob. ‘Then he goes to his 
table and writes, or rather draws curious fig- 
ures on the paper. ‘Mutterings which sound 
like curses are frequently heard by the keep- 
ers. Sometimes he sits by the window, draws 
a card photegraph from his pocket and gazes 
at it for hours with a grimly sad smile on his 
face. ‘Then he kisses the pasteboard passion- 
ately and replaces it. All this is natural for a 
man in his position, but other actions of Clu- 
verius are looked upon as signs of mental’ 
aberration. One of his employments, that 
seems to give him much amusement, is 
the construction of a miniature gallows 
with pens and holders. When h2 has built 
ene that suits his fancy he turns to his keepers 
gleefully and asks them what they think of it. 
At times, after a long and expressionless con- 
tcmplation of the ceiling, he looks abont in a 
dumb sort of way, and inquires, “What is all 
this talk aboutsome one being hanged?’ Once 
he took a fancy that his jailer was the con- 
cemned man, and commenced to exhort him to 
prepare for death and die game. Itis a most 
pitiful sight to see him on awakening. While 
asleep his face is as calm as an innocent child, 
and no more indicative of evil, and when the 
light streams through the cell he uncloses his 
eyes With almost a smile. Then, as he looks 
about, a fearful change comes over his face, his 
teeth close hard, his eyes become distended 
with horror, and he buries his face in the pil- 
lows. The fact is that the iron nerve of the ’ 
man has at last given away, and the wonderful 
composure he preserved throughout the trial 
has deserted him. 

Those who are watching him constantly are 
confident that he will make a full confession 
before January 10—the day fixed for his execu- 
tion. Some broken expressions that fall from 
his lips during his fits of abstraction, confirm 
this impression. As yet the murderer has 
shown no indication of religious feeling. The 
very name of minister or church makes him 
scowl, and never once has he knelt down to say 
a prayer. Several ministers have within three 
days passed asked to see him, but he has angrily 
retused admittance to any of them. 

ARREST OF A WITNESS. 

RrcHMOND, Va., December 13.—Pending the 
trial of Cluverius, a colored waiter at the Amer- 
ican = hotel «(testified that he saw an 
old man with Lillian Madisou and 
Cluverius inthe parlor on the after- 
noon of the night she was murdered, 
The old man could not be found, although the 
detectives vigorously searched for him.

Tk apite the reticence of Captain Epps, it has 
been aseertained from another source that the 
man’s name is William Childs and that he isa 
carpeuter employed at the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railway shops. Heis not under arrest, He 
only knew Miss Madison from a description he 
had read in the newspapers which fully agrood 
with that of the lady he had escorted to the 
American betel on the evening ef March 
thirteenth. He did not see the dead 
girl, He did not appear as a witnoss at the 
trial beeause he was afraid it would have given 
him much trouble. - is not an old man, 
being less than forty, He has made no state- 
menttoany one but Caplain Epps aad the 
commonwealth’s attorney, and they are on- 
tirely reticent. This discovery will not in the 
least effect the Cluverius case, as it has been 
ascertained that Childs is a man of gooil char- 
acter, and hia meeting with Miss Madison was

UNIONS AND KNIGHTS. 


Interview With a Prominent Delegate to the Laie 
Convention, in Which He Explains Way 
Prades-Unions Cannét Be Governed — 
by the Knights of Labor, Hts. 


CHICAGO, December 13.—Edward Mulraney, ~ 2 


delegate from the Chicago trade and labor as- 
sembly to the recent congress of federated trades 
at Columbus, Ohio, arrived home yesterday. Im 
a conversation with a reporter, Mr. Mulraney 
said the action of the congress re’ative to trades 
unions and the Knights of Laber was especially 
un portant. : 

“One result of our action,’ he said, “is that 
no Knights of Labor card will be recognized by 
any trades union represented at Columbus, 
This, you say, means war. I don’t care if it 
does result in war. If a man wants to work at 
a union trade he must belong to a union first, 
and then he can go into everything else he sees 
fit. When Ihave trouble as s bricklayer, I 
don’t want a butcher, shoemaker or blacksmith, 
who do not know anything mere about -brick- 
laying than a dog does about side pockets for 
bones, toactupon any trouble that my union 
becomes involved in.” 

Being asked about the political movement, 
Mr. Mulraney expressed himself as decidedly 
opposed to any third party movement, and said 
that many of the delegates agreed with him, 

“The labor people,” said he, “with their 
widely divergent views on the tariff, on re 
and every other question, can not be united 
an economic political party.” 

“Was there any attempt made to secures 
resolution in favor of the anarchists?’ 

“I was just going to speak of that. When 
the congress reached the head of ‘resolutions,’ 
a communication was read from eentral labor

Around each fire was 
grouped a number of men, white and black. in 
happy conglomeration. Merriment abounded. 
Vocal and instrumental music, peals of laugh- 
ter and sallies of wit were the order of the 
day. : 

}t would amuse one who is not familiar with 
the peculiar ways of our river people to see 
them. The “bow hands,’’ or those on whom 
the heavy work of pulling devolves, are natu- 
ially of Jess importance than the pilot or cap- 
tain of the raft, who is placed in the stern and 
issues commands whether to pull to right or 
left. This distinction is scrupulously observed 
on the r Ver, or, if not, “the captain” takes good 
eare to enforce it, although, after arriving at 
Darien, ranks are oftea leveled in a bumper of 
bug juice, 

An idea ofthe importance ofthe timber 
trade of this port may be had by observing the 
great numberof people engaged in it from 
about twenty counties. When rivers and creeks 
are in drifting condition, hundreds upon hun- 
dieds of cutters and rafthands are weekly fer- 
ried across the river, carrying home hard cash, 
new dresses, variously sized kegs of liquor, and 
banjos and other musical instruments to relieve 
the monotony of piny woods life.

The past year has Marked an epoch in the history 
of the south.

Notice has already been made in Tur Con’ 
sTITUTION of the killing of a negro boy in 
Madison county by Henry Seagraves, the elev- 
en year old son of James L. ©. Seagraves. Sea- 
graves was & tenant on the farm of Dr. Thomp- 
eon, as was also several families of negroes, and 
they lived neighbors, On Thursday evening 
two little negro boys, named Henry and John, 
had arranged to baul a load of pine, and pro- 
posed to little Henry Seagraves thit if he 
would help them they would divide the load. 
He agreed, and the boys started out together 
in the best of humor, and apparent friends, 
They had to go into the field to get the light- 
wood, and pass through a set of drawbars. ‘The 
wagon was loaded and the return trip begun. 
When the bars were reached, John was driving 
and the other boys:riding on the wagon. 
negro Henry, which was the elder of the 
boys, got off and called on young Seagraves to 
hejp him put vp the bars, He refused. Heary 
demanded if hedid not agree to do his part of 
the work. A quarrel ensued between the white 
boy and the negrocs, when Seagraves became 
enraged and, seizing an ax attempted to cut 
the elder boy, who. being the stronger, took it 
from him. Young Scagraves then turned his 
attention to the negro boy John, who was com- 
ing to the assistance of his friend, and, opening 
his knife, struck bimin the neck before he 
could descgnd from the wagon. The first 
stroke of the knife severed the child's jugular 
vein, and he fell back bleeding upon his load, 
The two boys, on seeing the terrible termina- 
tion of their difficulty, were badly frightened. 
The negio Henry ran home to get assistance, 
while Seagraves also left as fast as he could go. 
He stopped long enough at home _ to 
say to his family that he had 
killed a negro and would have. to leave 
the country, and ulso passed his sister's home 
and told her the same, Thealarm of Henry 
at once brought assistance to the wounded boy, 
but he was found in the last throes of death 
his life’s blood dyeing the wagon, and he 
breathed his last as friends lifted him up. He 
attempted to speak, but the death-rattle drowned 
his words. James L, C, Seagraves, the father 
of the child whose hands are now stained with 
human blood at so early an age, is well remem- 
bered in Athens. About six years age he killed 
in Head's barroom, with a tobacco. box, Ed 
Royal, and was convicted of the crime and sent 
to the penitentiary. He succeeding in escap- 
ing, and took a blood. hound belonging to the 
prison that he carried off with him, Seagraves 
was finally captured, however, and returned to 
‘amp, from which he was pardoned by Gover- 
nor Stephens. Since his release he has been 
living a quiet life in Madison county, where he 
has many relatives.

Items of Interest From North and South 
Carolina, 
NORTH CAROLINA, 

Messrs. Branch & Pope, a well known firm of 
Enfield, have made an assignment. 

Last week an outhouse of Mr. George Saun- 
ders, who lives near Roanoke, was consumed by 
fire, and Aunt Pink Daniel, an old colored 
wcman, consumed therein. When foun, her 
head was lying toward the door, showing she 
made an eflurt to get out. 

Efforts are being made to clear the Marphy 
division. An engine, with snow plough at- 
tached, and a considerable force is at work try- 
ing to force away. But progress isslow. The 
same is the case on the Asheville and Spartan- 
burg road, though it is expected to be open 
shortly. 

Washington was visited by a severe fire 
Friday night. E. M. Short’s lumber drying 
kiln, an immense structure, containing 500,000 
feet of lumber, was destroyed, and his mill 
narrowly escaped. The loss was $15,009, in- 
surance only $1,000, 

Last Friday, Mr. I. N. Keel, of Carolina 
township, was getting marlfroma pit on his 
plantation. While at work with two colored 
men in the marl hole, the side caved in upon 
them, completely burying Mr. Keel. Both the 
negroes were badly hirt, being caught so they 
could not extricate themselves. Mr. Keel was 
suffocated before he could be rescued. 

The Brunswick county correspondent of the 
Goldshoro Messenger, writing from Eli Paso, 
says: This portion of the county is literally 
burned up. North, west and perhaps half of 
Town Creek township, have been swe pt by fire. 
The loss to the farmers cannot at this time be 
estimated. In many instances, persons have 
burned out completely, and scarcely any have 
esrcaped | without loss. Mrs: Susan Thomas, 
near this place, lost almost everything, includ- 
ing dwelling house, earriage house, stables, 
corn, fodder and nearly all her household fur- 
niture. Others lost their fences, turpentine, 
tar works, ete. 

SOUTH CAROLINA, 

Ninety-six had quite a heavy report on last 
Saturday evening between the hours of 4 and 5 
o'clock. It was as if distant heavy artillery. 
It shook the buildings, rattling glasses, ete. It 
vas beard over in Laurens county and at Due 
West.

of South Carolina eould bear a little tinker- 
ing.

The reports of the Financial Chronicle of 
New York show that for the week ending 
December 10, the total receipts have reached 
227,656 bales against 275,716 bales last week, 
2h0),262 bales the previous week, and 264,596 
bales thice weeks since; making the total re- 
feipts since the Ist of September, 1836, 
2,941,176 bales, against 2,916,213 bales for 
the same period of 1-55, showing an increase 
since Beptember 1, h86, of 25,263 bales. 
The exports for the weck reach a total of 

0,51 bales, of which 105,022 were to Great 
Britain, 39,441 to France, and 46,412 to the 
rest of the continent. 

The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 1,046,000 bales, For immediate 
delivery the total sales foot up this week 

22 bales, On the night of the 10th, there 
Was an increase 
95,550 bales as compared with the same date 
of 1°55, « decrease of 144,534 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 184, 
and a decrease of 334,049 bales as compared 
with Jess. 

The total reecipts from the plantations 
eince September 1, 1888, were 3,295,501 bales; 
Ip 1&5 were °%,504,706 bales; in 18341 were 
3,3°9,444 bales. Althongh the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 227,886 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
Wee 209,155 bales, the balance going to in- 
aTéease the siocks at the interior towns. Last 
yeor the receipts from the plaatations for the 
feme weck were 299,"50 bales, and for 1884 
they were 30-9 bales.

At least 
we have lagged behind our foreign competi- 
tors in securing trade in that quarter. 

A recetit Movement on the part of Mexico 
promises great things for us. A. constitu- 
tional amendment has been adopted in that 
country which abolishes inter-state duties on 
imports. Heretofore, every state border in 
Mexico had a cérdon of custom houses taking 
toll of every consignment of goods when it 
crossed the line. The remoyal of this expen- 
sive obstacle in the way of commercial inter- 
course will enable American goods to be laid 
down in any part of the republic at prices 
that will command purchasers. : 

But South America demands our atten- 
tion. We import over $65,000,000 a year 
from the South American countries, and ex- 
port to them only about a third as much. 
Germany, England and France have stepped 
in ahead of us, and only the crumbs are leit 
for us to pick up. 

How to improve our business relations 
with our southern neighbors is a problem de- 
serving all the time and consideration our 
statesmen can give it. When we capture 
the custom of South America, there will be 
an end to over-production and hard times in 
the United States for half a century.

Next Year, 

All the predictions point one way. The 
grumblers have been snowed under. The 
voice of the growler is no longer heard in the 
land. 

The forecast for the coming year isso full 
of comfort that it is worth synopsizing. The 
weather prophets predict good seasons and 
hig crops. The trade journals say that in 
the east the new year will find smaller stocks 
on hand, and stiffer prices in the cotton man- 
ufacturing centers than have been found at 
the same period before for a number of years. 
Tn the west, liberal crops and a large imimi- 
gration have inspired courage and confidence. 
Industiial peace seems to be assured. In 
the south there will be large investments in 
mineral lands, in manufactures of all kinds, 
and in railway developments. 

Allalong the line there will be a boom, 
but all the authorities agree that the south 
will get the biggest share of it. As yet, we 
hardly understand the sudden importance 
which the south has assumed in the eyés of 
capitalists everywhere. Across the seas mil- 
lionaires are looking this way. The indus- 
trial kings of the north are transferring their 
interests here. In the great money centers 
of the country, men sit up all night in the 
hotels discussing the southern boom. 

All this means something. It means that 
atidal wave of prosperity is rushing over 
this region, and we must prepare to size it 
up and utilize it.

The Clergy, the Press and the Ballet. 

The denunciation of the American Opera 
ballet by certain members of the clergy in St. 
Louis and Cincinnati, has literally convulsed 
society circlesin the great western cities, 
and the fight on both sides grows warm. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean takes a hand in 
the discussion, and has this to say for the 
ballet: 

The pretense that “nude bodies and fiying legs’ 
is the attraction in a ballet betrays an unjust ani- 
mus and a large degree of ignorance. The nude 
bodies are a fallacy, figments of a meretricious rev- 
erie, aud the display of legs, clad in many colored 
silks with an eye tothe ensemble effect, is not a 
character on a crowded stage, in the precise move- 
ment of numbers, calculated to disturb the moral 
composure or any person not already a prey to mor- 
bidity of mind. The general spectator sees only a 
confusion of picturesque figures controlled by me- 
thodic though graceful movements, obeying scrap- 
ulously studied and painfully rehearsed rules of a 
periormaice that combines science withitsart, and 
there is no time allowed for that singleness of ana- 
lytic observations that would be necessary to sup- 
plant the ideal with the gross, stripping grace from 
the ballet to let loose to libidinous longingan orgie 
of “nude bodies and twirling legs.”’ 

Not satisfied with this defense the mana- 
ger of the Ameriean Opera pnblishes the fol- 
lowing card in the Chicago papers: 

“In view ofthe attack madeou the American 
Opera baliet by certain of the clergy of St. Louis 
and Cincinnati, the National Opera company has 
decided to extend an invitation to al! ministers in 
Chicaro to attend the performance of ‘Galatea,’ and 
Rubinstein’s ‘Bal Costume’ ballet, on Thursday 
cvening, at the Columbia theatre. The eompany 
invites from the ministers of this city a fair opinion 
as to wheiher the dance, as presented with artistic 
reLinement inthe American Opera ballets, is not an 
atiractive, artistic and morally innoxious adjunct 
tothe opera. You are hereby respectfully invited 
to attend the performance at the Columbia theater, 
on Thursday evening, at eight o’clock. On  pre- 
senting this invitation at the box oflice, on or be 
fore Wednesday next, tworeseryed seats will be 
given for the above evening.”’ 

It is not likely that the invitation will be 
accepted. In fact it was tendered more as a 
defiance than anything else. In the mean- 
time the war over the ballet goes on, and 
the crusade inaugurated by the ministers in- 
sures the opera crowded houses every night. 
People will flock to even a third rate show 
when it is denounced from the pulpit. Itis 

vseeless to lament this state of affairs or to 
ask for an explanation. It is a fact, and the 
ministers must be aware of it. Perhaps it 
is a mistake fora preacher tosingle out a 
particular show and attack it, when he must 
know, if he knows anything abont worldly 
human nature, that his attack will boom the 
naughty play, and fill the pockets of its 
manager.

Circumstantial Evidence Caused the 
€onviction of an Innocent Mau. 

From the Baltimore Sun, 

Dr. Joseph S. Baldwin writes to the Sun 
from Eklo, Baltimore county, in relation to 
the Cluverius case, as follows: “The Sun’s 
closing comment in reference to the case of 
Thomas J. Cluverius, conyicted in the hust- 
ings court of Richmond, Va., of the murder of 
his cousin, Miss Fannie Lillian Madison. ‘It 
is to be hoped that the judges, jury, and gov- 
ernor have made no mistake,’ recalls to my 
mind an authentic case which occurred in Rich- 
mond, Va., many years ago, and is one of the 
most remarkable in the criminal annals of our 
country, and establishes conclusively the great 
uncertainty as to purely circumstantial evi- 
dence being always proof of guilt. The case I 
refer to isas follows: A brokerof Richmond 
and his brother-in-law had a personal difficulty 
in regard to sume pecuniary affairs, A few days 
subsequent to the quarrel the broker was seen 
to enter Belle Island, at that time a great resort 
for hunting wild fowl. A few hours after- 
wards his brother-in- law was known to have 
gone upon the island for the purpose of hunting 
from a different point. Thenext day the bro- 
ker was found murdered with a bullet in his 
brain. The brother-in-law was at once arrest- 
ed for his murder. The bullet was found to be 
of the exact size of the bullets used by his 
brother-in-law in his rifle, and the rifle was 
found unloaded. Uponthis very strong cir- 
cumstancial evidence the man was convicted 
apd executed. Many years afterwards a gam- 
bler upon his death bed confessed that he had 
murdered. the broker; had seen him enter the 
island, and, supposing him to have money, had 
shot him, and tiled west. At the time he fired 
the fatal shot some one (the brother-in-law) 
had fired simultanously at some wild game. 
To assert that all innocent men can establish 
beyond a doubt their innocence when acenused 
ofacrimcis an inhuman doctrine, suitable 
only tothe days of witchcraft. If Cluverius 
is guilty of the horrible crime of which he is 
accused be richly deserves the extreme penalty 
of the law; but I fully concur in the dissent- 
ing opinion of Judge Hinton, of the court of 
appeals of Virginia, whosays the theory of 
the suicide of Miss Madison is not inconsistent 
with the facts of the case, and the circumstan- 
tial evidence did not justify the verdiet of 
murder in the firstdegree, You very wisely 
and justly say, ‘itisto be hoped the judges, 
jury, and governor have made no mistake.’ ”

He tried Brooklyn, it will be remembered, but had 
no better success. At the first and only lecture, 
given in Mr. Beecher’s church, there weren’t fifty 
people at the opening and forty of these had gone 
away before he concluded. His delivery and his 
treatment of the subject were so wretchediy com- 
mon place and unattractive that the audience 
yawned through the two hours of his monoione. 
Yet the same man was welcomed by and proved 
intensely entertaining to an audience that packed 
your Academy of Music from pit to dome last Wed- 
nesday.

NEW YORK, Decembe?t 13.—The stock market 
today renewed the decline of the last two days of 
the previous week, and the losses during the day 
were much more general than on any day of last 
week. The leading stocks of the market felt the 
depression throughout, and though specialties were 
weak, they failed to absorb much of the interest in 
speculation. London prices eame higher thts 
morning, and the effect was seen in but few stocks, 
the remainder being decidedly weak. To this in- 
fluence, also, may be ascribed the slight rally 
which occurred early in the forenoon. There was 
an absence. of the persistent hammering noticeable 
during the past few days, the prices declining al- 
most entirely in consequence of the magnitude of 
the selling movement, Trading was extremely 
feverish most ofthe day. Canada Southern was 
ihe principal/feature, recording a drop over four. 
Reading, though first on the listin point of activ- 
ity, shows a marked decrease in the business done 
for the day. Western Union, Lackawanna, Louis; 
ville and Nashville and New York Central, were 
all conspicuous, their losses at one time ranging 
between one anda halfand two and a half per 
cent. Amore the specialties, tire great feature was 
a drop of sixteen per cent in Tennessee coal and 
iron without assignable cause. Nine per cent of 
this was afterwards recovered. The opening was 
extremely active, and nearly one third of the busgi- 
ness of the entire day was transacted in the first 
hour. The first prices generally showed declings 
from Saturday’s final figures of from one-eichth to 
one-halfper cent. In the first twenty minutes de- 
clines ranging up to two and a half per cent were 
recorded, Canada Southern and Reading being the 
principal features of a fractional rally, followed, 
but before the end of an hour, the tone of the mar- 
ket was again-heavy, and..so0-remained until to- 
ward two o'clock, the general market losing frac- 
tions, while a few stocks displayed adecided weak- 
ness. The last hour was marked bya general re- 
covery, which ranged up to over one per cent, Nor- 
folk and Western preferred, being very prominent. 
The market finally closed steady at the recovery. 
The total day’s business was 611,000 shares. Every- 
thing is lower, Canada Southern and Western Un- 
ion being off 24% each, Lackawanna, 2%, Norfolk 
and Western, 14, and others smaller amounts.

The fun began with the report of the chief 
of pelice and continued without interruption 
until the meeting adjourned. 

In his ropert Chief Connolly said that only 
three hundred and sixty-three persons 
heen arrested for violations of city and state 
laws during month of November, just past, 
while four hundred and ninety-four had been 
arrested during the same monthin 1885, He 


then added: 

The members of the force have performed their 
duties well during the past month; no complaint of 
neglect of duty on the part of any of the men has 
been reported by the officers of the depariment, I 
have instructed the ofticcrs and men of the force to 
strictly eniorce the re law and am doing 
alll can to have said law enforeed. | most res- 
pectfully ca!l the board’s attention to the fact that 
many obstacles are thrown in the way of the offi- 
cers. who wish to enforee said law. Chief among 
them are the wine rooms, licensed by the mayor 
and general council. The police have no authority 
to inspect these places, where I am satisfied lignor 
and other drinks are kept for unlawful sale. I 
m0 ost respectfully recomme nd to your honorable 

body the necessity of asking ‘the mayor and gen- 
eral council to have some person appointe 1 to in- 
spect wine rooms and the drinks ke pt for sale at 
said places. 

“] suggest,’ said Mr, Stephens, ‘that we ap- 
point Patrolman Newt Holland as an inspector. 
He can smel}l the liquor a block away. 

“Tam inelined to think,” said Mr. English, 
“that there are several members of the force 
who do not try teenforce tlic law as it should 
be, but I haven’t positive information as to the 
parties yet. I suspect several of them get their 
wine on the sly. The winerooms, anyhow, ary 
a little too private in my opinion. They have 
the same old sereens and stained glass that the 
saloons once had.” 

“] should think,” said Mr. Brotherton, the 
new member, “that the law could be enforced. 
We have enough police to enforce it.’’ 

“J think it would be a good idea to change 
the men who are detailed for that duty ecca- 
sionally,” said Mr. Martin. 

“That is not the trouble,” said Chief Cennol- 
ly. “The trouble isin the fact that an officer 
can not go into the placedo see what is sold.”’ 

“Do you mean to tell me, captain,’ said Mr. 
Brotherton, “that a policeman can’t go iatoa 
wineroom ?” 

“Yes, sir, by the law asit new exists, 
the chief. 

“Why, here is section 28, of the rules,”’ 
Mr. Brotherton. 

“Yes, but that refers to barrooms, and we 
have no berrooms now,” said Mr. Stephens. 

“Suppose, Mr. Stephens, a member of the 
force went inio a wine room: wouldn’t you sus- 
pend the same as you would have done a year 
ago?” asked Mr. Martin. 

“No, sir,” answered Mr. Stephens. 

‘The trouble now,” said the chief, ‘is that an 
officer can’t go in and search the place. They 
can’t search anything, in fact, excepta junk 
shop.” 

“The rule to which Mr. Brotherton refers, 
28, not only does not allowa member to go into 
a Wine room or saloon as they were when the 
rule was written, but it lays him liable to trial 
if he docs it except to suppress a riot,’ said 
Mr. English. 

“T think a captain would be atthorized to 
enter the places and make an examination,” 
said Mr. Stephens. 

“Well, suppose,” seid Mr. English, “that we 
refer the entire matter to a committee with 
the chief, and let them give it shape.”’ 

“I den’t see how you can enforce the law,” 
said Mr. Goldsmith, “with Griffin and Madison 
whisky so near at hand.”’ 

“Oh, they are getting drunk yet,’ said Mr. 
Brotherton, “from the stock on hand.” 

Mr. Martin presented a resolution requestin 
the council te pass such ordinances as woul l 
enable the police department to efficiently 
carry out the prehibition law.
